completely wiped out. 
Enemy artillery la heavily bombard­ 
ing Seringes (a mile and a half east 
of Fere-en-Tardenois), 
Nesles 
(two 
miles east of Seringes) 
and 
Sergy. 
There is also heavy boche machine 
gun Are from Nesle forest (north and 
northeast of Fere-en-Tardenois.) 
(The cable does not 
make 
clear 
whether Seringes and 
Nesles 
have 
been captured or whether 
the 
Ger­ 
mans have abandoned 
those 
towns 
and are firing upon them to prevent 
Franco-American occupation. 
Either 
situation represents a greater advance 
than has yet been reported.) 
The fighting continues 
to consist

Near Sergy the lines are so close 
together that the boches can plainly 
be seen digging shallow holes in the 
open fields.

ROME,<July 29.— Italian soldiers who have been taking part in the fight­ 
ing along the Marne have requested that they be allowed to stick to the task 
until the battle has been definitely decided. 


LONDON, July 29.— (1:40 p. rn.)— The French and Americans have ad­ 
vanced three miles on a twenty-mile front since Sunday noon, it was learned 
from an authoritative source this afternoon. 
The allies now hold all of the Rheims-Dormans highway and the whole 
north bank of the Ourcq. 
The German retreat continues from the lower end of the pocket but the 
enemy is resisting desperately in the Ardre valley, southwest of Rheims and 
at Buzancy, south of Soissons. 
The Americans are engaged in heavy fighting 
in the latter region. 


LONDON, July 29.— Australian troops advanced on a two-mile fro rt be­ 
tween the Ancre and the Somme, capturing two lines of German trenches 
and taking IOO prisoners, Field Marshal Haig reported today. 
The advance was made in the Morlancourt sector, 
astride 
the 
Brey- 
Corbie highway. 
Heavy casualties were inflicted on the enemy while the 
Australian casualties were light. 
A number of machine guns were captured. 
North of Gavrelle (five miles north of Arras), Canadian troops made two 
successful raids.

Fere-en-Tardenois Is Entirely 
Cleaned of Germans By 
This Morning

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES IN 
THE FIELD, July 29. (12:45 a. rn.) — 
French and American 
troops 
have 
driven the Germans entirely out of 
the important concentration center of 
Fere-en-Tardenois and have 
pushed 
a short distance to 
the 
northeast, 
crossing the Oureq. 
Tile Franco-Americans also 
have 
taken Roncheres (five and 
a 
half 
miles southeast of Fere-en-Tardenois) 
and Villers-Agron (nine 
miles 
east 
and south of Fere-en-Tardenois.) 
Hard fighting by the infantry, cav­ 
alry and tanks, following the terrific 
artillery bombardment, has given the 
Allies complete possession 
of 
the 
lower half of the wide, deep salient 
between Soissons and Rheims. 
Fere-en-Tardenois was captured on­ 
ly after a desperate struggle lasting 
many hours. 
The French and the 
Americans 
co-operating 
with 
them 
found many machine guns cleverely 
concealed 
in 
houses 
and 
cellars. 
These nests were wiped out in bitter 
hand-to-hand struggles in which no 
quarter was asked and none given. 
The Germaus had destroyed all the 
bridges across the Ourcq 
but 
the 
poilus and doughboys forded the shal­ 
low stream at several points in the 
face of a storm of bullets. 
The Allies also advanced their lines 
to the left and right of Fere-en-Tarde­ 
nois. taking the villages of Roncheres 
and Villers-Agron. 
The French and 
Americans 
are 
proceeding carefully and are deter­ 
mined to waste no m envin the ma­ 
chine gun filled 
Bois-de-Ste. 
Unire 
(northeast of Fere-en-Tardenois). But 
cavalry felt out the German positions 
there late yesterday. 
The boches are 
expected to put up a strong resistance 
in that wood, as they a rt already do­ 
ing in Ville-en-Tardenois. 
but 
the 
Franco-Amerlcans may adopt the plan 
so successfully employed in the past 
of encircling the wood and cleaning 
out the nests afterwards. 
The advancing Allies are finding 
their path strew n with 
rem arkable 
numbers of enemy dead. 
I sat on a hill yesterday afternoon 
and looked across the land which the 
kaiser was i>ermitted to enter but not 
to remain in. 
Around the edg” of a 
similar hill three miles away, I saw 
through my glasses 
the 
m iniature 
houses 
of 
Fere-en-Tardenois, 
the 
prized highway and railway 
center, 
where the French 
and 
Americans 
were engaged in ousting the Germans. 
From 
somewhere 
behind, 
tho 
boches were pitching their big shells 
in a near-barrage this side of Fere- 
en-Tardenois, near Oulchy-le-Chateau 
and Oulchy-le-Ville. 
The air was fill­ 
ed with the rumbling of the cannon 
and the clatter of machine guns with 
which the Germans were being drum­ 
med out of the pocket. 
From all parts of the rolling 
ex­ 
panse Hashes—as of a hand m irror in 
the run—told where the 75b busily 
slammed away. 
High above the hori­ 
zon shrapnel burst unceasingly, form­ 
ing a barrier 
against 
Hun 
aero­ 
planes. 
In this manner, the French ouster 
proceedings were being carried out, 
economizing on lives 
and 
teaching 
the Americans to do the same.

same purpose was partly responsible 
for the splendid use of small tanks 
during the past several days.

M ajor J. M. McCloud, w ounded on 
the Soissons-A rras road during th e re­ 
cent offensive on 
the 
Alsne-M arne 
front July 24, and later killed by a 
high explosive Ihell, w as a T ustin man. 
He w as th e son 6t Mr. and Mrs. Jam es 
M,c€loud, his m other passing away 
when he w as four irtonths old and his 
fattier about ten years ago. 
A fter his m other’s de?th, Mr. and 
Mrs. M. H. B ear took the infant to 
th eir home a t Old Newport, w here he 
w as brought up w ith th eir children, 
who loved him as th eir own brother. 
He atten d ed school at 
Old 
N ewport 
and for a tim e a t Tustin. 
In 1898 young McCloud enlisted in 
the U nited S tates Army and served in 
the Philippine Islands for th ree years, 
leaving there in March, 1915, w ith the 
rank of captain to bring the Filipino 
band for a tour of this country. 
At H ong Kong, Capt. McCloud m et 
som e English officers and 
becom ing 
enthused over the present war, he 
w ei.t to England and joined the arm y. 
He w as wounded a t the 
D ardanelles 
and sen t to an Egyptian hospital, re­ 
turn in g to England after recovering 
and m arrying an English girl. 
T he gallant soldier 
has 
been 
in 
F rance fighting for tw o years, during 
which tim e he was gassed tw ice and 
had one hand and one foot frozen. He 
had been in England since last Oc­ 
tober and in the spring of th is year 
was tran sferred to the A m erican arm y.

P resident Shoup of the Pacific, $lec 
trie Railway Company has ailnfiipced 
a radical d eparture in connection With 
the dism issal of em ployes from the 
com pany’s service, the new plan in­ 
volving the departm ents th at choose 
to adopt it, but not including the cleri­ 
cal staff or heads of departm ents. 
It 
is understood th at all the operating de­ 
partm ents have felt that 
th e 
plan 
would be beneficial to them , giving 
protection to the Jobs o t alL-employes 
who attend to their work. 
T he outstanding features of the new 
plan are, first, th at every em ploye who 
is discharged has the right , of a p p e a l 
and the assistance of a fellow employe 
in investigating the facts relating to 
his discharge; second, th at he may go 
all the way up the line to the pres! 
dent if he so chooses; and third, if 
then not satisfied with the ju stice of 
the decision reached, th a t he may re 
for it to an im partial 
tribunal 
not 
nam ed by the company and having no 
responsibility except to do justice. 
Mr. Shoup said: 
“The new rule is responsive to the 
suggestion m ade in the recent injunc­ 
tion hearipg before Judge Bledsoe, by 
the Judge, to the effect th at every em ­ 
ploye of a public utility should be sat 
isfied th at he is given justice before 
being separated from his job when dis­ 
m issal is for cause. Of course when 
there is no work, men have to be laid 
off, no m atter how well qualified. 
“T he chief advantage of th is plan 
is th a t it brings a conclusion quickly 
to charges based on im partiality. The 
employe not 
only 
has 
opportunity 
through a fellow em ploye to develop 
his side of the case thoroughly, but 
after he has exhausted hts rig h ts of 
appeal in the com pany he can go out­ 
side if he chooses. T here is no long 
w rangling over w hether or no he ha* 
been properly dism issed. T here is no 
question of power instead of justice 
governing the final conclusion. T here 
are no expensive delays to the 
em 
ploye in discovering w here he is go­ 
ing to land. 
“The legal right of the em ployer to 
hire and discharge is not in question; 
nor is the right of the em ploye to quit 
his job a t any tim e in question. 
The 
purpose of this plan goes beyond that 
and looks to the m oral obligation of 
an em ployer after the em ploye has 
c re e become established w ith th e com­ 
pany, to keep him in place as long as 
he is able to and does atten d faithful­ 
ly to his w ork as long as th e w ork ex­ 
ists. 
W ith th a t goes a m oral obliga­ 
tion on the part of the em ploye not to 
quit work for the p articu lar purpose 
of em barrassing 
his 
em ployer; 
as 
stated in the circular, it can succeed 
only as the high regard for tru th and 
justice of those concerned help it suc­ 
ceed. It is not a reflection upon the 
supervising officers, but is intended as 
an aid to them . The plan is m ade ef­ 
fective w ith th e ir 
full 
concurrence. 
K eep in m ind with reference to these 
supervising officers th a t upon 
them 
rests th e burden of m aintaining dis­ 
cipline and of keeping operations un­ 
der way in such safe and reg u lar fash­ 
ion as will give the service the# public 
desires.

The question has arisen 
in 
this 
county as to whether a city has the 
authority to appropriate money 
to 
equip home guard companies. 
Recently the question arose at Or­ 
ange and City Attorney Garrett ruled 
that the city had no power to make 
such appropriations. His decision was 
questioned by some who favored the 
appropriation. 
Garrett 
wrote for a 
higher ruling and the following clip­ 
ping from the "Pacific Municipalities” 
states his question and the answer 
made: 
Question: Will you please favor me 
with your opinion as to the power of 
a city of the Sixth Class to provide 
from the general fund moneys 
for 
furnishing ammunition, arms or other 
equipment for 
the 
Home 
Defense 
Guard Company. 
The company in question was or­ 
ganized with the approval and sanc­ 
tion of the Adjutant General of the 
state about seven months ago, 
the 
members providing their own rifles, 
uniforms, etc. 
They have, a 
very 
competent drill master, the Captain, 
and have become very proficient. 
The members are very largely busi­ 
ness men and in view of the present 
situation on the southern border, the 
people in this part 
recognize 
the 
Home Defense Guard as a very valua­ 
ble unit for protection of property 
and person. 
A neighboring city has 
purchased 
rifles and other equipment for 
its 
Home Guard Company and this fact 
baa repeatedly been called to the at­ 
tention of our board of trustees, but 
after looking into the law I have felt 
compelled in each instance, against 
my personal wishes, to advise 
the 
board that the public moneys 
could 
not be appropriated for 
such 
pur­ 
poses. The guard company now asks 
the board to purchase ammunition 
and entail an expenditure of $350. 
Can you suggest a means or method 
whereby we can purchase this with 
city money under facts stated? 
Answer: We agree with you that 
it is beyond the power of a municipal­ 
ity of the Sixth Class to appropriate 
money for arms, ammunition of other 
equipment for the 
Home 
Defense 
Guard. Our opinion is based on Sec­ 
tion 363 of McQuillan on Municipal 
Corporations, together with the cases 
there cited, wherein it is said that 
“unless expressly authorised by char­ 
ter or statute, a municipal corporation 
cannot appropriate or give away the 
public money as pure donations to any 
hereon, corporation or private institu­ 
tion, not under the control of .the city 
and having no connection with i t ”

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ECONOMIC LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Lord Robert Cecil. British m inister o f blockade, 
has declared that there is already in existence an eco­ 
nomic association o f 24 nations, ready and able to 
regulate the bulk of the w orlds’ trade, now and 
hereafter. 
lie refers, of course, to the Entente Allies. 
The league is as yet iii a rather inform al stage, but 
none the less a reality. 
It is a tremendous power, greater and farther- 
reaching perhaps than the military power OU which 
it is based. 
It goes without saying that such power 
would be intolerable unless used w isely, for the ben­ 
efit <^f the civilized world as a w h o le; and there is 
no intent expressed by any allied statesm an to use 
it otherwise. 
The purpose contemplated is, naturally, self-de­ 
fense against the great menace to econom ic freedom 
represented by Germany. 
It will not bt* invoked 
for the mere sake o f punishing the Central Powers 
for their crimes, great as is the temptation. 
It- 
operation may be partly punitive for a tim e; but 
the basic motive. a> has been suggested, will be not 
vengeance but safety. 
Tile working out of the plans, as set forth by 
I*ord Cecil, will be along the lines indicated in o f­ 
ficial utterances of President W ilson. 
The president 
pointed out in a speech last December that if the 
German people, after the war, continue to live “under 
ambitious and intriguing masters interested to dis­ 
turb the peace of the world,” it may be impossible to 
admit them either to the “partnership of nations 
which must henceforth guarantee the world's peace,’ 
or to “the free econom ic intercourse which must in­ 
evitably spring out o f the other partnerships o f a real 
peace*’. 
All the recent economic activities of the German 
em pire have belied any desire on the part of the 
present regime to acquiesce in the economic ideals of 
the Allies. 
In Russia, in Finland, in the I'kraine, in 
Roumania, in Poland, in 
Belgium, wherever her 
heavy military hand has fallen, Germany has pro­ 
ceeded to exploit natural resources for her own ad­ 
vantage and reduce the populations to economic 
slavery. 
It is intolerable that she should l>e allowed to 
extend or perpetuate this system. 
The A llies can­ 
not have any business dealings with Germany while 
she persists in such a policy of plunder. 
They can­ 
not afford to sell Germany any raw materials, or buy 
from her any finished products, while she thus seeks 
to win trade conquests by the, same brutal method 
that has gained her military conquests. 
Both must 
be renounced before she*can be permitted to associ­ 
ate with free nations or equal terms. 


THE PRESIDENT'S UNIFORM 


A N ew York artist— whether sartorial or other­ 
w ise vs^iire not inform ed— has designed what he con­ 
siders a proper uniform for the president of the 
U nited States. 
H is idea is that the commander-in- 
chief of our armed forces ought to l>e distinguished 
by his clothing, like his subordinates in the army and 
navy, The uniform he devised is doubtless a splendid 
one. 
At any rate, the president confesses that he is 
“very much complimented 
by the sartorial grandeur 
heaped upon him. 
. N evertheless, he begs to be excused from don­ 
ning any such martial trappings. 
And the people are 
glad to see him take that position. 
Our presidents 
havfc, never been given to gold braid, swords, medals 
and that sort o f thing, and Mr. W ilson is no excep­ 
tion.1 
H e gently reminds the well-m eaning artist 
that in this country the military power is always con­ 
trolled by the civil power, and it is a good thing for 
a chief executive, even while exercising the supreme 
m ilitary authority, to emphasize that principle by 
w earing the usual civilian garb. 
Our president does not need a magnificent sym­ 
bolic uniform any more than he needs a crown or 
a royal mace. 
T he greatest governmental power 
exercised by any individual on earth is all the more 
im pressive for Ixdng wielded by a quiet, unim posing 
gentlem an dressed in a straw hat, blue serge coat and 
white flannel trousers. 


ROTTEN MANUFACTURERS 


’“t h e army supply business has been comparative­ 
ly free from scandal, when we consider the enormous 
scope and variety o f the purchases. 
J hat fact, how ­ 
ever, is no m itigation of the offenses that occur. 
The discovery that several N ew York m anufacturers 
h ate been selling the army rotten rain coats arouses 
all the greater indignation because their conduct is 
in such glaring contrast with that o f the big majority 
o f firms with which the government is dealing. 
if m ig h t be supposed that now, o f all times, a 
manufacturer would be impelled by patriotism to sup- 
p nk s any ordinary penchant he might have for 
dofbft*dealing. 
There is no more contemptible dis­ 
honesty than cheating the soldiers w ho are fighting 
th J r country’s battles. 
It is literally those soldiers,

i n j i t i n a matter that may mean life or death to 
th® victims o f their cupidity. 
A ny fine im posed would be too light for a 
cr<f>k caught furnishing rotten food or clothing to 
thB a#»y. 
A lm ost any term s of imprisonment would 
be*toft easy. 
H is act is not merely felonious; it is 
traitorou s/ There is only one fit punishment—-the 
lad.

Eighteen Amendments Submitted 
.. .

Fr om the Riverside Press --------------- 
Eighteen 
constitutional 
amendments 
passed 
the 
recent legislature and will be up to the people at the gen­ 
eral election in 1918 for approval or rejection. 
The two most important come within the scope of 
humanitarian legislation. 
One, introduced by Kehoe, 
paves the way for the establishment by the legislature 
of a health insurance system along the lines suggested 
by the State Social Insurance commission and endorsed 
in the farewell message of former Governor Johnson. 
The aim of the amendment is to insure toilers against 
the hazards of sickness, the cost of insurance to be di­ 
vided between the employer, employe and the state, and 
the benefits to be in accordance with schedules announced 
by the Social Insurance commission following a thorough 
Investigation. 
In effect it would amount to an extension 
of the workmen's compensation act to cover sickness. 
California is one of the first states to take up this great 
problem. 
The other humanitarian amendment was introduced 
by Luce and proposes to write into the constitution the 
provisions of the workmen’s compensation act. 
It would 
vest in the legislature penalty power, unlimited by any 
provision of the constitution, to enforce a complete sys­ 
tem of workmen’s compensation, giving compensation to 
all injured workmen, irrespective of the fault of any party 
and making adequate provision for the comfort, safety, 
health and general welfare of all workmen and those de­ 
pendent upon them. 
Two of the eighteen constitutional amendments deal 
with the exemption of certain property from taxation. 
Under Satterwhite’g measure property of certain ceme­ 
teries not conducted for profit would be exempt; under 
Lyon's, property of Young Men’s and Young Women’s 
Christian Associations would be exempt. Another amend­ 
ment by Lyons clears the way for reimbursement by the 
state to cities for taxes lost on account of exemptions 
from taxation. 
Constitutional amendments introduced by Kehoe and 
Carlson deal with appellate courts. Kehoe’s provides for 
two divisions of the San Francisco and Los Angeles 
appellate districts, so there would be three more justices 
in each district. 
Carlson's proposes to place in the 
hands of the legislature the whole business of creating, 
changing or abolishing appellate districts and of increas­ 
ing or decreasing the number of justices. 
A two-third 
vote of each branch of the legislature would be necessary. 
Two constitutional amendments that were voted 
down in 1916 will be again put before the people: Evans 
Introduced the once under which the state, counties and 
cities, in securing land by condemnation, may acquire 
more than the amount actually needed for use in the 
improvement. Tyrell sponsored the other, relating to the 
deposit of public moneys. 


It is proposed to give the legislature power to enact 
an “absent voters” law under the constitutional amend­ 
ment fathered by Ambrose. The establishment of munic­ 
ipal courts in the framing of charters is dealt with in 
Elksward's constitutional amendment. 
One by Gebhart 
will make it possible for the state and its political sub­ 
divisions to take immedaite possession bf rights of ways 
required for public use in actions of eminent domain. 
Three of the amendments relate to local conditions. 
One by Breed would open the way for an election on the 
matter of putting the city of Oakland in a county by 
itself; one by C. W. Lyon relates to the municipal indebt­ 
edness of the city of Venice, and one by Bartlett relates 
to the reimbursement of official funds held by the treas­ 
urer of Los Angeles. 
An amendment introduced by Morris changes tho 
section relating to the liability of stockholders and di­ 
rectors so that it would not apply to any corporation 
hereafter organized which shall adopt and use as the last 
word of its corporation name the word “Limited” or 
“Ltd.,” but the stockholders shall be subject to such 
liabilities as may be provided by the legislature.
